The plane was the luxury liner 
“Star of Maryland,” flying from 
Bombay to New York. It had 
taken off in pre-dawn darkness 
for Rome after a 45-minute stop- 
over at Farouk field here The 
Star of Maryland sent radio posi- 
tional messages for 27 minutes. 
Then the radio went dead. 


Another TWA plane spotted the 
wreckage on a blackened rectan- 
gie of sand 150 yards long and 60 
yards wide, 60 miles northwest of 
Cairo, not far from the tombs of 
the ancient Pharaohs. Rescue 
squads hurried to the scene from 
Cairo and found all aboard were 
dead. 

The bodies were burned hor- 
ribly and many of them never will 
be identified. The bodies of three 
children lay near that of a man 
as if he had tried to shield them 
from the calamity. They were the 
three children of Francis .’ope, a 
TWA flight engineer; 27 minutes 
earlier they had bade farewell to 
Mrs. Pope at the airfield. 

The veteran pilot, Capt. Walton 
Webb, was to have sent a posi- 
tional message when he passed 
over the Mediterranean cuoast. But 
nothing further was heard from 
him. There were reports he had 
radioed a report of engine trouble 
and was trying to turn back to 
Cairo. 

But TWA officials said there 
had been no such report and “no- 
body can tell how the accident oc- 
curred.” TWA officials did - not 
rule out the possibility of sabo- 
tage, but the wreckage was a 
tangled mass of engines, wings 
and fuselage and could yield few 
clues. 

I accompanied TWA officials to 
the scene of the crash. A Bedouin 
told us he had seen a “huge red 
bird come flying through the 
night” and crashed. He said it 
seemed to be afire in the sky.

The Truckers Must Comply 


«Georgia announces it is going to do 
something about load weights of trucks. 

It is about time. If Georgia does so, 
she- will become one of about 17 states 
which have at last realized that weight of 
loads determines the damage to roads. 

This is not an attack on trucks. They 
are here to stay and no one questions it. 
. But, the truck industry will be wise to go 

along with the rulings. If there is not to 
be common-sense regulation, the trucks 
will soon be called upon to pay more taxes 
to help put down the heavier, more dura- 
ble roads necessary for heavier loads. 

The Federal] Government is carrying 
out research in this field and has accumu- 
lated some interesting data. One bit of 
it will do for illustration. 

Government investigators checked on 
roads leading from quarries. These roads 
were found worn out on one side and not 
at all damaged on the other. Why? The

Fulton County Commissioners, pained 
by the State Revenue Commissioner’s re- 
versal cf their liquor license permit to a 
man with a past record of violations, and 
by critical editorial comment thereon, have 
a reply.

They insist 
that influential attorneys representing 
‘dealers in the’ Southside. have enough in- 
fluence withthe State to keep out com- 
petition. That will make it interesting to 
watch and see what happens at the next 
hearing on an application from a legiti- 
mate applicant with a clean record. 
_ But, we stand by our original state- 
ment—that when the Commission grants 
a license to a man whose record is clouded 
the Commission unnecessarily subjects it- 
self to suspicion of being unduly in- 
fluenced. 

(Commissioners Doyal, Hailey and 
Towns voted for-issuance of the license.

A Grain Elevator 
For Northeast Georgia 


‘Farmers of a number of counties in 
Northeast Georgia have made plans to con- 
struct a grain elevator somewhere in the 
“area in time to take care of the 1951 grain 
crop. Counties included are Barrow, 
Clarke, Jackson, Madison, Oconee, Ogle- 
thorpe, Walton, Greene, Hart, Elbert, 
Franklin and Madison. 

The need for a grain storage and proc- 
essing facility in the section has become 
apparent ag fhe farm economy has broad- 
ened to include small grains and seed- 
producing grass crops. 

The Oglethorpe Echo at Lexington 
points out that since 1947 production of 
ag in the 12 counties in the Athens area 
Aas increased from an annual 500,000 bush- 
vels to 1,650,000 bushels last year.

“that our farmers are losing 40 per cent 
‘OM the price of their grain by having to 
‘Tish it to marifet as soon as it is harvested,

The President 
Asserts His Role 


WASHINGTON—Some of the Administration’s 
critics are making themselves just a little bit 
ridiculous by seeking to raise an issue over the 

President's suppression of the statement on Formosa which Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur had sent to the encampment of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars in Chicago. 

The hue and cry being raised over the incident is out of all 
proportion to the true values involved. Typical of some of the 
critical comment, Rep. Joe Martin, of Massachusetts, Republican 
leader of the House, declared the President’s action was “unfortue 
nate” and denounced it as “another exhibit of bankrupt leader- 
ship.” 


Rather than that, the very contrary would seem 
to be true. Mr. Martin and his associates indict 


Bankrupt 


themselves: as bankrupt of issue by seizing upon incidents of the - 


kind and trying to make political capital of it. 

What Mr. Truman did in ordering the MacArthur statement 
withdrawn was* merely to reassert his Constitutional role as the 
archifect of United States foreign policy. In the statement he had 
sent to the VFW, the General had tended to commit. the United 
States to war, if necessary, for the defense of. the island of For- 
mosa, last stronghold of the Chinese Nationalist regime. He had 
laid it on the line that Formosa must be defended at all costs. 
“If we hold this line we may have peace,” he said; “lose it and 
war is inevitable.” 

These are bold words whicn, considering their source, invade 
the field of foreign policy and lend: themselves to ready interpre- 
tation of hostile propaganda. It is one thing for a private citizen 
to make such a declaration, but quite another when it comes 
from one of our highest-ranking military leaders, the commander 
of our forces in the Pacific. : 


Under our Constitution, of course, the conduct of foreign policy . 


is assigned to the President. In its discussion by men highly 
placed in the Government, he must either approve what is said 
or run the risk of finding himself and the State Department em- 
barrassed in the development of foreign policy. 


By the same token, the President found it neces- 
Matthews sary to repudiate a statement made by Secretary 
of the Navy Matthews recently in which he suggested that it might 
be wise for the United States to take the initiative in going to 
war against dictator-controiled nations first, without waiting for 
them to strike at us unawares. 

To have allowed a statement of that kind to stand would have 
been to confirm that American foreign policy lay in that direc- 
tion. In neither case were the statements of the two officials 
presented tothe President for advance inspection. Without think- 
ing, no doubt, Gen. MacArthur had sent copies of his statement 
to about everybody in the country but the White House and the 
Defense Department. 
tion only by chance. 

The President's action is not to be taken as a repudiation of 
Gen. MacArthur by any means. Those who seek to place this 
interpretation on it are out to make a mountain of a mole hill. 
Mr. Truman and his advisers simply saw the unwisdom of a state- 
ment like that coming from our Pacific commander and took 
steps to suppress it. The alternative was to repudiate it after- 
ward, just as was done in the Matthews case. 


° Two such incidents coming closely to- 
Clearing House gether suggest the need for President Tru- 
man to do something which President Roosevelt found it necessary 
to do back during the last war. Finding that gonflicting statements 
were often made by members of his official family, the effect of 
which was to leave the public confused, Mr. Roosevelt finally set 
up machinery through which such statements were cleared before 
they were delivered. The Office of War Information functioned 
as a clearing house for matters of the kind. 

Either the President’ may have to set up a similar agency or 
issue a directive that statements from high officials will have to 
be cleared through the State Department. In that way embar- 
rassing situations could be avoided. The President has the sole 
right to say what our foreign policy is to be. When other offi- 
cials invade the field without White House sanction, they enly 
cause trouble. 

Gen. MacArthur was merely giving his views about a “sub- 
ject, not thinking of the implications his words would carry by 
virtue of his supreme military command.

Fighting Men 

The Editors: The near disaster to American 
arms in Korea prompts this letter as an expres- 
sion of views from a Marine to another. 

It seems to me that the time is propitious 
for a Marine who wields a potent pen to give 
with it to remind the American people that 
events have proved the Pentagon to have been 
very wrong in relegating the Marine Corps a 
minor role in our national defense. Now is the 
time to underline and impress two lessons re- 
learned in the past 30 days: 


(a) The Air Force cannot stop a ground 
invasion even when unopposed by enemy air, 
at least when it is impracticable to use the 
A-bomb. 

(b) The U. S. A. needs to have in peace 
time a Marine Corps, with divisions up to 
strength and ready to go. 


There was nothing ‘to choose between them. 
They were all first-rate combat divisions. 

People in high places, educators and the like, 
war correspondents, always begin to take note of 
the fact that the soldiers are not very clear 
about what they are fighting for. Then arrive 
great wads of democratic ideology, classes for 
GIs in why we fight, and traveling salesmen of 
democracy. This is not necessary in the Marine 
Corps in my experience. During wartime ex- 
pansion there are in the Marine Corps no regu- 
lars, resér¥es, or draftees. We are all Marines. 
The regular Corps has been unusually success- 
ful in imbuing the expanded Corps of reservists 
and inductees with the professional Marine atti- 
tude toward fighting. This requires very little 
indoctrination in the basie tenets of democracy, 
war aim, why we fight, etc. It is sufficient 
to the Marine that he is a fighting man. He is 
glad to fight his country’s enemies whenever 
called upon to do so. His craft is fighting. His 
esprit de corps is of the highest, and is the 
essence of his fighting merale. 

It is possible that the ideal for a democratic 
armed force is one composed of idealistic young 
intellectuals devoted to the cause of freedom 
and burning to serve it. I suggest that this is 
not attainable and that esprit de corps as repre- 
sented by the USMC affords better peacetime 
security for the U. S. A. The amphibious spe- 
cialty to which we are so closely wedded has 
tended to obscure this larger view of the pur- 
pose and function of the Corps—that we are 
ready to go at a moment’s notice with what- 
ever the Pentagon and Bureau of the Budget 
permit us to have. 


My purpose in writing this letter is frankly 
to induce an old Marine who has the gift of 
the pen to seize it and lay about him, hip and 
thigh, with editorial and column, to pound it into 
the public consciousness that the VU. S. A. will 
have need of a strong Marine Corps until the 
Second Coming.

In 
the limited edition are set forth the House's 
preliminary examination in June, 1949, of the 
Korean economic assistance bill and many policy 
and factual utterances lately endangered by 
Potomac mildew and the thriving local brand of 
obfuscation. 


A re-reading of 92202 discléses among 
other things that several members of the 
House tried very hard to find eut if eco- 
nomic aid to South Korea in combination 
with a trained “constabulary” force stood 
much of a chance of cementing a country 
that had Communists sitting on its fence. 


The answer, depending on the witness, ranged, 
fn summary, from “possibly” to “doubtfully.” 
But witnesses before the committee unerringly 
gaid that in the circumstances, with the Soviet 
withdrawal of accomplished, the VU.

Weather permitting Labor Day week-end will find 


confirmed picnickers out in droves. 


If a picnic is on your 


calendar for one of these coming days, remember the out- 
door crowd expects lots of nibbling food. So pack the 
basket to capacity with a variety of foods which carry 


well. 

A word of caution! Old Sol 
plays havoc with slightly warm 
foods. To avoid any chance of 
spoilage, leave very perishable 
dishes for at home meals. 
Thoroughly chill other foods, 
such as fried chicken, before 
packing and if much time elap- 
ses before eating, keep cool and 
tightly wrapped. 

Aluminum foil is good for 
wrapping foods securely. And 
don't forget other standard pic- 
nic equipment—waxed paper, 
napkins, vacuum bottle for cof- 
fee or hot soup, salt and pepper 
shakers, and lump sugar. 

Potato salad, cold fried chick- 
en, meaty sandwiches, relishes, 
fresh fruits, cakes, and cookies 
are all important to these out- 
door lunches when there are no 
cooking facilities to be found. 

With an outdoor broiler or 
grill, vou can bring cold cooked 
potatoes for frying, frozen chip 
steaks or hamburger patties for 
broiling. With roasting forks 
you can cook kabobs, toast buns 
and marshmallows on an open 
fire.

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Parlor Trick In the Kitchen 


Not long ago we watched an 
expert cook peel a lemon ‘with 
an ice pick so that the rind 
came off in one neat rectangular 
piece. The performance fasci- 
nated us as much as any parior 
trick, and after a few trials and 
errors we perfected our tech- 
nique. Here's the how-to-do- 
it, which, incidentally, works 
equally well with an orange or 
a grapefruit. It’s a handy thing 
to know when you want to pre- 


pare strips of rind for marma- 


lade, candied rind, and so forth. 
First cut a slice from each 


end of the lemon, just as you 
would if you were starting to 
slice the. lemon for tea (Le., far 
enough in so that the fruit it- 
self is exposed). Next, hold the 
lemon horizontally in your left 
hand and grasp the shaft of a 


sharp-pointed ice pick with your 
right hand. Insert the point of 
the pick right up under the rind 


(Le., between the rind and the . 


white membrane), then care- 
fully push the point of the pick 
up to the middie of the lemon. 
Now with both thumbs resting 
on the lemon, slowly rotate the 

m away from you and run 
the ice pick around the fruit 
toward you, separating the rind 


from the fruit as you go. Be 
sure to keep the pick right un- 
der the rind; don't let it pierce 
the fruit. When you have com- 
pleted the circle (when you have 
loosened one-half of the rind 
from the lemon), repeat the pro- 
cedure, starting from the other 
end. You now have the whole — 


lemon loosened frem its rind. 
All you have to do is make a 
lengthwise cut in the rind and 
off it comes. Use scissors to 
cut it into strips. 

We tried these directions out 
on six willing friends and the 
results were highly satisfactory, 
Good luck!
